In Princeton, I stepped into th e 
Princeton Univ ersity Press office 
and asked if th e last book writ­ 
ten by ou r broth er-in-law, Frank 
Gav in, wh o died almost one 
y ear ago, h ad been printed. In a 
few minu tes, th e clerk brou gh t 
ou t a copy of “Sev en Centu ries 
of th e Problem of Ch u rch and 
State,” a compact, well-printed 
v olu me of 128 pages containing 
a series of lectu res deliv ered at 
Princeton in th e spring of 19 37. 
No dou bt th is book h as a lim­ 
ited appeal, relativ ely few read­ 
ers being interested in th e su b­ 
ject, bu t it h ad a strong appeal 
for me becau se of th e relation­ 
sh ip. Aside from personal con­ 
siderations, h owev er, I fou nd th e 
book to be worth y of carefu l 
reading. It is au th oritativ e and 
timely . Qu oting a few lines from 
th e nex t to th e last paragraph : 
“A fou rth th eory of th e rela­ 
tion between Ch u rch and State 
wou ld be th at in wh ich th e State 
entirely 
triu mph s 
ov er 
th e 
Ch u rch and so far as possible 
ex tingu ish es it. . . . Th e democ­ 
racy 
wh ich 
Ch ristianity 
first 
preach ed and th en demonstrated 
is in th e greatest possible dan­ 
ger today .” 
Political conditions in Eu rope 
giv e point to a qu otation wh ich 
is u sed from Au gu stine’s City of 
God. A pirate captu red by Alex ­ 
ander th e Great said to th e ru ler 
in h is own defense: “Becau se I 
do th is with a v ery small boat I 
am called a pirate; becau se y ou 
do it with a great fleet y ou get 
th e name of emperor.” 


Wh en I sat down to string ou t 
th is colu mn or more, it was my 
intention to say someth ing abou t 
competition as we see it in h igh 
sch ool basketball, and.

Senate Leaders 
Voice Ap p ro val 
O f U. S. Actio n 


Wash ington, March 18 (ZP)— 
Administration su pporters in th e 
senate backed u p th e State De­ 
partm ent’s 
condemnation 
of 
Germany ’s march into Czech o­ 
slov akia today with proposals 
th at th e President be giv en 
greater freedom to deal with th e 
dictator nations. 
Th ey gav e u nqu alified approv ­ 
al to th e statem ent made y ester­ 
day by Su mner Welles, u nder­ 
secretary of state, th at “wanton 
lawlessness” 
and 
“arbitrary 
force” were “th reatening world 
peace and th e v ery stru ctu re of 
modern civ ilization.’* 
Some 
senators 
contended, 
h owev er, th e Welles declaration 
was pu zzling in th at it merely re­ 
affirmed 
prev iou s gov ernment 
policy . Ty pical of th ese ex pres­ 
sions was th is comment by Sen­ 
ator George (D-Ga), a member 
of th e Foreign Relations commit­ 
tee: 
“Th e attitu de of th e gov ern­ 
m ent already h ad been made 
clear, especially regarding Hit­ 
ler. It is perplex ing th at th e ad­ 
ministration deemed it adv isable 
to reiterate in general terms th e 
position 
of 
th e 
gov ernment, 
wh ich mu st be well known both 
h ere and abroad.” 
Administration men took a dif­ 
ferent v iew, Senators Barkley 
(D-Ky ) and Pepper (D-Fla) con­ 
tending no nation sh ou ld fail to 
condemn Germany ’s actions. 
Officials h oped th is gov ern­ 
m ent’s denu nciation wou ld lead 
to a concert of disapprov al by 
th e democratic nations and pos­ 
sibly affect Hitler’s fu tu re mov es. 
Th e first reaction to th e Welles 
statement, one said, was th e 
speech deliv ered last nigh t by 
Prime Minister Ch amberlain of 
Great Britain, warning 
Hitler 
th at th e British wou ld figh t if h e 
continu ed to seek domination of 
Eu rope by force. Th e prime min­ 
ister’s address was regarded h ere 
as being mu ch more forcefu l 
th an one h e madfe in parliament 
sev eral day s ago on Germany 
and Czech oslov akia. 
Welles’ statem ent came sh ort­ 
ly after Mr. Roosev elt h ad told a 
press conference th at Eu ropean 
dev elopments made it desirable 
to rev ise th e neu trality act a t 
th is session of congress. 
Later in th e day , th e treasu ry 
added Czech prov inces seized by 
Germany to its tariff “blacklist,” 
deny ing th em trade concessions 
(Turn to Pa g e Six )

slo v akia as leg itimate. 
Bo th mo v es paralleled ac­ 
tio ns bjf Great Britain. The Brit­ 
ish g o v ernment y esterday o r­ 
dered its ambassado r ho me fro m 
Berlin and to day sent a no te 
similar to France’s. 
These mo v es came as Premier 
Daladier wo n a v o te o f co nfi­ 
dence in the Chamber o f Depu­ 
ties during debate o n his de­ 
mand fo r secret and almo st dic­ 
tato rial po wers. 
The ambassado r to Berlin, 
Ro bert Co ulo ndre, was instruct- 
to present the French no te to 
Germany at o nce.

TI FIRM WEEK IN HIK

The Indiana Farm Bureau, 
Inc., spurred b y the recent fight 
in the state legislature over gross 
income tax reduction, will a t­ 
tem p t form ation soon of a com­ 
m ittee of Indiana citizens to 
study revision of the whole state 
tax setup. 
Edmond C. Foust of G reen­ 
field, the farm b ureau’s pub licity 
director and a lob b y ist in the 
legislature, said his organization 
would ask b usiness men, work­ 
ers and other classes to ap ­ 
p oint representatives to sit on 
a non-p artisan tax committee 
of IO or 12 persons with farm er 
memb ers. 
This committee would confer 
a t tim es for the nex t two y ears, 
draw up a complete new tax 
code and sub mit it to the 1941 
legislature. The ob ject of the 
conference, he said, would b e 
a tax sy stem “fair to all groups.’* 
“The farm b ureau,” Faust said, 
“appreciates the fact tha t there 
are inequalities in the gross in­ 
come tax . Our whole tax sy stem, 
in fact, i s . full of inequalities. 
I t’s just a p atch on p atch sy stem. 
But it doesn’t help the situation 
to take the load off one fellow 
and p ut it on another.” 
Foust’s 
organization 
claims 
150,000 men, women and chil­ 
dren memb ers in 90 of Indiana’s 
92 counties. He declared it had 
scored an alm ost complete vic­ 
tory in the General Assemb ly 
just adjourned. 
Foust 
ex pressed 
b elief 
the 
farm b ureau “had a little some­ 
thing to do” with defeat of pro­ 
posals to cut retailers’ gross in ­ 
come tax from one per cent to 
one-half of one p er cent, give 
more state highway funds to ur­ 
b an centers and ex empt b ankers 
from pay m ent of intangib le tax 
on idle funds. 
“We never have ex perienced a 
session when we came as near 
accomplishing w hat we set out 
to do,” he said “as we did this 
time.” 
He pointed to this list of laws, 
passed b y the legislature, which 
he said the farm b ureau had 
sup p orted: 
Ex tension of the milk control 


act for two y ears; a “fresh egg” 
law; three rural electrification 
measures; a law relating to co­ 
operative associations and an 
act allowing estab lishm ent of co­ 
operatives to provide undertak­ 
ing services to memb ers a t cost. 
“Our m ain program, though,” 
he ex plained, “was to oppose 
any thing 
tha t 
would 
reduce 
state revenue to the ex tent tha t 
p roperty tax m ight have to b e 
increased.” 
The reason the farm b ureau 
program went through, Foust 
said, was b ecause “our people 
kept their representatives in­ 
formed as to w hat their opinions 
and desires were.” 
“Never , in the history of Indi­ 
ana,” he said, “did the legisla­ 
tors get as m any letters and tel­ 
egrams and communications as 
they did this y ear.” 
He estim ated 10,000 farm ers 
were p resent a t a senate hearing 
to protest the proposed gross 
income tax cut and called this 
hearing — which m any m er­ 
chants also attended —- “a re­ 
m arkab le 
dem onstration 
of 
democracy .” 
Throughout the session, the 
farm 
b ureau 
b roadcast 
daily 
from radio stations in Indian­ 
apolis, Cincinnati, Chicago and 
Evansville. Twice it sent letters 
to 6,000 “action com m itteem en” 
in 900 townships, the la st tim e to 
call farm ers to the tax hearing. 
Out of tha t hearing, Foust 
said, came a proposal lor a new 
memb ership drive to supplement 
tha t held last Decemb er. This 
drive will start Monday .

Paris, March 18 (A3)—Premier 
Daladier ru shed throu gh to final 
passage by the Chamber of Dep­ 
u ties today his u rgent demand 
for secret and almost u nlimited 
dictatorial powers to pu t France 
on a war footing of equ ality 
with Germany and Italy . 
After a 26 to 17 v ote of ap­ 
prov al for his decree-powers law 
by the Chamber Finance Com­ 
mittee, Daladier’s v ictory in the 
chamber itself was considered a 
foregone conclu sion. Adoption by 


the senate in an ex traordinary 
Su nday session wou ld be then 
bu t a formality . 


I 
The proposed law wou ld giv e 
the Daladier gov ernment u nlim­ 
ited power to ru le France and 
eliminate its parliamentary re­ 
sponsibility u ntil Nov . 30, 19 39 . 
It wou ld establish a v irtu al dic­ 
tatorship. The gov ernment wou ld 
hav e power to nationalize in­ 
du stry , dissolv e political parties, 
end freedom of the press, cu r­ 
tail the right of assembly and 
ev en su spend or prolong parlia­ 
ment itself. 
Socialists declared th at “pu b­ 
lic liberties are grav ely menaced. 
The gov ernment wishes to ru lej 
with a state of siege. Daladier 
ex alts the idea of personal pow­ 
er.” 


Bu t formidable as their com­ 
bined strength is in the Cham­ 
ber of Depu ties, Commu nists and 
Socialists with a scattering of 
Independent Nationalists were 
said by political observ ers to 
hav e little or no chance of de­ 
feating Daladier. 
The powers Daladier is asking 
are u nprecedented in post-war 
French history . He refu sed to 
tell parliam ent what he proposed 
to do with the requ ested pow­ 
ers or to limit the scope1 of his 
requ est to any particu lar field 
as French premiers u su ally do. 
He told the Depu ties th at “the 
measu res I plan are military 
measu res. The totalitarian states 
are capable of taking im portant 
decisions rapidly and apply ing 
them rapidly . It is impassible 


and absu rd that France cannot 
act with the same rapidity .” 
A single paragraph of the bill 
said: 
“The gov ernment is au thorized 
by decrees drawn u p with the 
president to. take measu res nec­ 
essary to consolidate and in­ 
crease France’s strength.” 
Abandoned apparently was the 
policy of v irtu al asqu iescence in 
Germany ’s domination of east­ 
ern Eu rope, followed since the 
Sept. 29 fou r-power Mu nich con­ 
ference 
on 
the 
partition 
of 
Czechoslov akia. The apparent 
rev ersal seemed du e to a belief 
th at Germany wou ld soon be 
strong enou gh to su pport Italian 
territorial demands on France. 
Depu ties said th at the Premier 
had told them “only a part” of

the plan he wou ld pu t into ac­ 
tion when giv en the decree pow­ 
ers. These, they said, wou ld in­ 
clu de speeding u p war indu stry 
produ ction, bu y ing war stocks, 
increasing working hou rs bey ond 
the present 40-hou r week, m ak­ 
ing treasu ry loans for war in­ 
du stries and bu y ing necessary 
war m aterials abroad.

and France. 
Both Mr. Roosev elt and Welles 
refrained y esterday from su g­ 
gesting specific measu res. Welles 
criticized acts which he said had 
“resu lted in the temporary ex tin­ 
gu ishment of the liberties of a 
free and independent people.” 
Senators were pu zzled by his 
u se of the word “temporary ,” bu t 
cou ld find nothing else in his 
statement to indicate what de­ 
v elopments might restore an in­ 
dependent gov ernment to the 
Czechs. 
Pittman asserted that Hitler, 
by his seizu re of the Czech pro­ 
v inces, “has confirmed his decep­ 
tion of Mr. Chamberlain and has 
made clear his fanatical ambi­ 
tion and intention to dominate 
ev ery where that conspiracy and 
military force can accomplish his 
pu rpose.”
